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CONGRESSMAN LEE WORKS 
FOR GOOD-ROADS MEASURE!

ASGHINGTON, January !!.—(Spe- 
W cial.)—Representative Gordon 
| Lee has introduced in the house 
a good roads bill which seta forth fhe 
ideas upon this important subject, 
| which Mr. Lee has presented in his ad- 
dresses to his constituents of the seventh 
district. 
| Mr. Lee, who is an earnest advocate 
of the good roads movement, is not 
'dauntegq in his crusade by the fact that 
other members have introduced bills 
| looking to the same end in tihs and other 
congresses. He believes that the more 
' such bids are introduced, the more cer- 
| tain is public attention to be drawn to 
the subject, upon which there is neces- 
sity for a campaign of education if 
practical results are to be accomplished. 
| Would Distribute the Surplus. 
Mr. Lee’s bill provides that it shall be 
the duty of the secretary of the treas- 
ury at the eng of each fiscal year to 
take an account of all the funds in the 
treasury, and that, after deducting from 
such amount. the amounts required by 
law to be kept in the treasury, the re- 
mainder, if any, is to be declared a 
| Surplus. 
This being done, it is made the duty 


‘ 


of the secretary to tmmediately provide 
for the distribution of this surplus—not 
exceeding $25,000,000 annually—upon a 
per capita basig to the states and terri- 
tories and the District of Columbia, ac- 
cording to the federal census; and shall 
prorate the same for the sole purpose of 
improving the postal roads under such 
rules as the: states, territories and the 
District of Columbia may provide. These 
sums are to be paid over to the govern- 
ors of the different states and tersgjtories 
or to such agents as they may designate, 

Should any state or territory divert 
the sum: allotted to it to any other pur- 
pose than the construction of improve- 
ment of postal roads, it shall not be per- 
mitted to participate in any further dis- 
tribution of these funds until it is shown 
that such state or territory has ex- 
pended a similar sum from its treasury 
upon said postal mads. 


Full Reports Called For. 


Mr. Lee’s bill further provides that. the 
governors shall make a full and com- 
plete report to .the secretary of the 
treasury on the 15th of November of 
each year, showing what §legisiation, 
rules and regulations adopted for the 
exjenditure of said funds upon the 
postal roads, the manner in which the 
money has been spent, and the results 
accomplished, these reports to be trans- 


mitted to congress.

New Orleans, January !!.—With a large 
and representative attendance from the 
cotton growing states, the Southern Cot- 
ton Growers’ Association opened a three 
days’ session here today. 

The hal] was crowded when President 
Jordan called the convention to order. 
A feature that attracted attention was 
the presence of a negro delegation from 
Hinds county, Mississippi. Secretary 
Woods, of the Mississippi association, 
sald they were regular delegates and 
entitled to seats. President Jordan was 
given an ovation. Invocation was offer- 
ed by Rev. Dr. Beverly Warner. Ex- 
President John M. Farker, of the New 


Orleans cotton exchange, delivered an ad- 
dress of welcome in which he said the 
speculator is the greatest enemy the 
farmer has. He counseled 
not to “kill’’ the golden goose by put- 
ting up prices so high as we will soon 
have active competition from other coun- 
tries. 

Mr. Foster, member of the Louisiana 
railroad commission, and a large cotton 
planter, résponded. When Mr. Foster 
concluded President Jordan delivered his 
address on the southern farmer. 

President Jordan reviewed at some 
length the objects of the association and 
its. accomplishments. He referred to the 
discovery of dishonest practices in the 
bureau of cotton statistics in the de- 
partment of agriculture at Washington 
and the fight made by the association 
for purity there. He then discussed the 
reasons for the demand made by the 
cents for cotton. 

Could Have Paid 12 Cents. 

“It has been ascertained by investizga- 
tion,” he said, ‘“‘and has not yet been 
denied, that at the prevailing prices of 
the manufactured products thig season, 
spinners could easily have paid !2 cents 
for the entire crop to the growers and 
declared dividends on their investments. 
On this basis a crop of 10,000,000 bales 
should have brought -the producers $600,- 
000,000. If we demand and receive 15 
cents for the balance of the unsold por- 
tion of the crop, basis middling, at in- 
terior points, ‘we will still be unable to 
I2 cents a 
unwarranted low prices 
Fas been sold. The proposition to hold 
the balance of the crop at a maximum 
figure of 15 cents is, therefore, based

Secretary Hester Issues Analysis 
of Cotton Movement 


| Figures Indicate a Decrease in the 


Total Crop Marketed of 1,029,- 
OOO Bales — Details of : 
Crop Marketed by 
State Groups. 


New Orleans, January I1i.—Secretary 
Hester's analysis of the cotton movement 
for the four months of the season from 
September | to the close of December, 
inclusive, shows that,.compared with the 
crop: movement last year, Texas and In- 
dian Territory have brought into sight 
this season, in round figures, 166,000 
bales less; other gulf states, which in- 
clude Arkansas, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Tennessee Missouri and Oklahoma, have 
marketed 754,000 less, and the group of 
Atlantic states, which include North 
and South Carolina. Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama and Virginia, 110,000 less, mak- 
ing the decrease in the total of crop 
marketed 1|,029,000. 

Mr. Hester shows the amount brought 
into sight by groups of states for th* 
four months of the season as follows: 

Texas and Indian Territory. 1,976,753 
a decrease under the same time 
last year of 166,156; a decrease under 
year before last of 178,500, and an in- 
crease over the same time in 1902 of 
115,910. 

Other gulf states, 1,814,460, a decrease 
under last year of 752,824. a decrease 
under year before last of 296,963, and @ 
decrease under 1902 of 390,371. 

Atlantic states, 3,212,194, a decrease 
under last year of 110,147; an increase 
over year before last of 546,748, and an 
increase over 1902 of 547,051.

At such a time half a million dol- 
lars could well be afforded for use in a 
campaign that would result in the pur- 
chase of Atlanta’s greatest asset. 

The real matter, stated President Jones, 
was that there were certain improve- 
ments needed. Bond issue had been ar- 
ranged for through the legislature. What 
this meeting was for was to come out 
in regard to the improvements. It had 
been conceded that the improvements 
were needed. An engineer, a reputabie 
one, if he. should come here, look over 
the situation and make an estimate as to 
Atlanta’s actual needs. The chamber of 
commerce would be glad to pay the ex- 
penses of such an engineer. But it did 
not have the money. 

Mayor Woodward stated that as far 
as water works was concerned, he was 
heartily in favor of city ownership. He 
was not opposed to municipal Oowner- 
ship, even though the newspapers said 
so; certainly not in some things.

The Death of a Brave Man. 

T re are many men who can be 
brave when buoyed by the excitement 
which rises from the crashing music 
of the battlefield; the elbow touch of 
comrades; the fury of self-forgetful- 
ness which comes with the lust of 
combat and the sense of dangers 
equally shared; the force of that 
Whiplash of scorn of cowardice, when 
there are a multitude of witnesses to 
the act itself. Wut to know that sure 
death has marked one for its victim 
through insidious and unconquerable 
disease; to feel within one’s own 
body the pangs of the destroyer: to 
have the terror unting one’s con- 
sciousness by and watching out 
the long night@Rours, while friends 
and loved onegMpfay not be at hand 
to console and while the remorseless 
ticking of the clock and the distant 
boom of chronicling chimes are the 
solitary grim and suggestive compan- 
ions; to see one’s work but half 
completed and feel the deadly sense 
of helplessness—to keep a cheerful 
face, a kindly, unbent spirit, a never- 
resting zeal in the midst of such 
hideous environment; this is, indeed, 
BRAVERY. | 

Such a@ man was William R. Harp- 
er, president of the University of Chi- 
cago, who died last Wednesday. His 
achiefement is so extraordinary an 
one Ws to make an universal appeal 
to the men and women who know 
the difficulty and the rarity of this 
variety of moral courage. 

For two years Dr. Harper has 
known, his early death was de- 
creéd. at time an operation for 
appendicitis disclosed the unsuspect- 
ed fact that he was also afflicted with 
a malignant cancer, so firmly en- 
trenched that medical science was 
powerless to long stay its inevitable 
progress. The _ gtricken man went 
hither and thither, searching for re- 
lief. He knew that the end was 
forecast, but he did not propose to 
Surrender until he had exhausted ev- 
ery resource at his disposal. He im- 
proved and retrograded spasmodical- 
ly, one day and week inspiring his 
friends with hopes and the next dem- 
onstrating the relentless hold the dis- 
ease had gained on his system. 

It is superfluous to go into morbid 
details in describing the pain and the 
weakness from which he suffered in 
this interval. The majority of intelli- 
gent readers will need no such assist- 
ance in reaching an appreciation of 
his heroism. Yet throughout the 
nightmare period when death stood 
at his elbow and mocked him and 
when physical anguish was never 
long absent, he kept resolutely at his 
work. The affairs of the great insti- 
tution of which he was the head were

administered as smoothly as thouga 
he were in flawless health. He even 
initiated and pushed forward aggres- 
sively new measures and larger poii- 
cies, working meanwhile with a fe- 
verish activity which seemed to be 
attempting to concentrate into two 
years the work which must shortly 
come to an abrupt close. And when 
he suffered, few of his associates 
knew it. It left no impress on the 
serenity of his temper. It rarely af: 
fected the quality or the quantity of 


his labor. Smiling, undaunted, he 
went forward on his mission with 
this gruesome handicap constantly at 
his back. In speaking of him the un- 
exaggerated press report says simply, 
“he continued his work at the -uni- 
versity while he was actually a dying 
man.” 

The world must be better and 
broader for men of this heroic caliber. 
When his achievements for the Uni- 
versity of Chicago are forgotten, he 
will be remembered for that fortitude 
which appeals to men of all sorts and 
conditions and beliefs.

The recent arrangement with Corea 
makes the emperor of Japan ruler over 
a territorial area which altogether is very 
close to that of the state of Texas. But 
while the governor cf Texas represents 
population of about 3,500,000, 
the mikado holds away over 
some 60,000,000 people In other 
words, a country of which we are 
accustomed to think as ‘‘little Japan’ 
now exceeds in area and equals in popu- 
lation the German empire. It exceeds 
France in both area and populatiom It 
also exceeis Austria-Hungary in both re- 
spects. Its population exceeds by nearly 
60 per cent the entire population of 
South America. This is the “little Ja- 
pan” which has recently taken a seat 
among the world powers. 

There will also be other, radical 


amendments needed to our current. 
conceptions, whem the Japanese farm- 
er and the Japanese artisan overrun 
the fertile fields and invade the doz- 
ing towns of the “hermit kingdom.” 
Should the mikado’s people be un- 
disturbed in their occupancy for the 
next ten years—and from present au- 
guries they will not be—Japan will 
have another and a more marvelous 
tale to tell civilization. The ener- 
getic genius which has hitherto been 
confined to the narrow limits of a 
few islands, has just been given am- 
ple space in which to expand; new 
conditions, the solving of which af-

ford new opportunities, as well as the 


growth in sentiment and viewpoint 
which follow a revolutionary broad-| 
ening in the life of the individual or 
the nation. : 

If there are any remgants of swad- 
dling national clothes cunging to Ja- 
pan in view of this blunt presentation 
of the case, a vivid imagination will 
be required to find them. 


Congress to Investigate the Panama 
Canal. 

Unmistakably the temper of con- 
gress is to give the canal work on 
the isthmus of Panama a ful] and 
fair investigation. The president in- 
vited congress to such action when 
he said in his recent message: 

The zeal, intelligence and efficient pub- 
lic service of the isthmian commis- 
sion and its subordinates have been note- 
worthy. I court the fullest, most ex- 
haustive and most searching investiga~ 
tion of any act of theirs, and if any one 
of them is ever shown to have done 
wrong his punishment shall be exem- 
Plary. 

A careful investigation of the af- 
fairs of the Panama canal commission 
by congress does not indicate either 
dissatisfaction with the work in so 
far as it has progressed on the isth- 
mus or lack of confidence in the ad- 
ministration’s supervision of that 
work. It is merely business. It 
would be remarkable, indeed, if con- 
gress, after having intrusted the pres- 
ident with such large powers in the 
premises, did not keep in close touch 
with every material detail of expendi- 
ture and accomplishment.

There,is a pretty preva- 
lent public suspition that incompe- 
tence, if nothing worse, has been 
shown in certain important particu- 
lars. There m be no pasis of fact 
in these charges, imsinuations and | 
suspicions. The canal commissioners 
and the administration may have 
done all that mortal ability could | 
have done thug far in preparing for 
the actual work of excavation on the 
isthmus. The men identified with the 
work may be able and honest as the 
day is long. This is, neither here nor, 
there. Iteis but proper that congress 
should sit as a board of investigation 
over every material detail of the ca- 
nal construction; this, of course, 
without unnecessarily hampering the 
responsible executive authority. 

The Panama canal is a tremendous 
project. It is too large a project to 
be left to the responsibility of one 
man or a narrow central authority. 
The entire American nation with its 
80,000,000 souls is vitally interested 
in the earliest possible sucegss of the 
project, and congress, representing 
the people of the nation, is responsi- [ 
ble to them for its success. Just at 
this stage, particularly, we waut all 
possible light on the subject, and the 
light should come through a congres- 
sional investigation. 

Such an investigation will do much 
to give the future work on the canal 
proper stimulation and diregion. It

On this occasion Mr. Wright 
was associated with him in the state's 
interest on account of his former work 
in connection with the case and his fae- 
miliarity with it. 

Judge Hart and Mr. Wright won their 
case in Washington after a hard fight, 
and it was really there in the supreme 
court of the United States that this 
question was settled in favor of the 
state. There was no one who believed 
that the state courts could under any 
circumstances, reach any other conclu- 
sion after this decision came down from 
Washington that the railroads would 
have to pay the State taxes on this 
stock.

Famous Country Club Which Was Partially Destroyed by Fire 
Yesterday Morning. 


CLUB FAMOUS 
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Social Atlanta Mourns Passing of Annex to. the, 


Piedmont Driving Club---Scene of Many 
Brilliant Functions. 


HE burning yesterday of the New 
a2 York bui'ding,and the damaging by 

fire of the Piedmont Driving Club 
building, of which the former was 4an 
annex, cast a decided gloom over social 
Atlanta, which has during the years past 
entertained many statesmen and soldiers, 
debutantes and dilletantes there. 

The Piedmont Driving Club for more 
than twenty years has been one of the 
most delightful rendezvous of southern 
society, and a medium through which 
uhe most distinguished people from all 
parts of the country have met with At- 
lanta hosts 

Roosevelt Last Noted Guest. 

All the presidents and cabinet officers, 
diplomats, soldiers, scholars and artists, 
whe have visited Atlanta since its exis- 
tence have found a royal welcome in the 
country club house, where. in the winter 
there is always a warm fire burning, and 
in the summer a coo! breeze blowing. 

The doors have been always open, and 
when the little club house was filled to 
overflowing the New York bullding, that 
had its being since the Cotton States In- 
ternational exposition, has been thrown 
open, and with the reception rooms and 
ball room was the scene of many a de- 
butante’s first @ppearance. and many a 
bel'e’s first conquest. 

Distinguished Roll of Guests. 

The last big function there was the din- 
ner to President Roosevelt, given by the 


citizens of Atlanta, and afterWards stood 
upon the mound under t trees, just 
in front of the club house, en hundreds 
of admiring friends c¢ t their first 
glance of the nation’s officer. 

Presjdent McKinley.Was entertained 
there, and many of the heroes of the 
Spanish-American wgy, including Schley, 
Shafter, Lawton, . heeler, Richmond 
Pearson Hobson and the gallant young 
Georgian, Tom Brumby. President Cleve- 
lan@ and his gracious lady were twice 
entertained at the Driving Club, and in 
the laSt year Secretary Shaw and Con- 
troller of the Currency Ridgely havé been 
dined there. Joe Jefferson, Richard 
Mansfield, William Crane, Stuart Rob- 
son, Mme, Nordica and Madame Shuman- 
Heink are among the artists who 
have known the hospitality of the club, 
while during the exposition there were 
innumerable celebrities who on the gal- 
lery of the New York building looked 
far out over the tops of the exposition 
buildings to the picturesque ‘‘red old hills 
of Georgia.”’ 

The matchless eloquence of the immor- 
tal Grady has more than once resounded 
through the rooms in the club house, and 
inspired that progress that made to be 
later the New York building and the big 
enterprise with which it came.

The blaze in the club house was quench- 
ed and the danger that threatened the 
government building was overcome, Then 
the hose pipes were turned upon the 
blazing ruins of the three’ burned ‘build- 
ings, and for four hourse mor water 
Was poured upon those ruins. 

The policeman’s alarm had rung in at 
5:30 o’clock( and it was [0:40 o’clock 
when the “fire out” signal tapped on the 
big bell at headquarters. 

Of the New York building nothing re- 
mained but the stone walls, blackened 
by smoke. A few charred timbers, gaunt 
and desolate, marked the site of the 
Fine Arts building, and the Dowling al- 
ley was a mere oblong of ashes com- 
pletely razed by the flames. 


Kitchen and Bar Burned. 

At the club house the kitohen and bar 
room were in ruins. The tableware, 
dishes and silver of the club were 
wrecked, as were the entire contents 
of the pantry. But the remainder of 
the ‘building wags unharmed. 

While ali this was going on at the im- 
meuiate Scene Of the fire there Was great 
confusion at the coliseum where the Van 
Amburg circus is wintering. The ani- 
mals saw the glare of the flames and 
sniffed the smoke. They were soon in a 
panic that required all the efforts of 
their keepers, hastily aroused from sleep 
by the mingled voices of the freightenéd 
beasts.

President McKeldin stated that tem- 
porary provision for a kitchen and ba:

The club house proper is the former 
home of B. F, Walker, from whom the 
club, when it was organized 20 years 
ago, purchase@d most of the ground now 
known as Piedmont Park. When the 
exposition wag started in 1895 all but 
five acres of the land was surrendered 
for that purpose. 

The New York building was erected 
by the state for which it was named. 
It was placed on a part of the five acres 
retained by the club on condition that 
after the exposition had closed the title 
to the building should become vested in 
the club. Since then it has Deen used 
for receptions ang dances, the reception 
halls being on the first floor and the 
bai] room on the second. This building 
contained @ number of beautiful paint- 
ings which were exhibited at the expo- 
aitton and later purchased by the club. 
In it, also, were Persian rugs of a great 
value and costly bric-a-brac, notably 
two exquisite vases, which cost $500 a 
piece.

Admiral Dickins Makes Interesting | 


Talk'on Subject. 

Charleston, S. C., January !!.—At a 
dinner given last night by the city of 
Charleston in honor of the new United 
States cruiser Charleston, Admiral F. 
W. Dickins, comanding the coast squad- 
ron of the North Atlantic fleet, now on 
duty at this port, gave some most val- 
uable and interesting facts, showing the 
availability of Charleston as 4 base of 
naval operations. He has had a care- 
ful @urvey of Charleston harbor made, 
and said: 

“The harbor is a commodious one, and 
the water on the bar will now permit 
any of our battle ships to enter this 
port. There is about 30 feet..on the bar 
at high water. After entering the har- 
por, fifty battle ships, with 26 - feet 
draught, can be anchored in Charleston 
harbor at single anchor, 400 yards apart, 
with a scope of 45 fathoms of Chain. 
Sixty-five battle ships with the: same 
draught and the game scope of chain 
ean be moored in Charleston harbor 1,000 
feet apart. Thirty-five battle ships can 
be moored above the Batiery.
